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DETAILED ACTION 

This action is in response to the amendment filed 07/26/2007. This case was 
inherited from a previous examiner, and upon further consideration it has been 
determined that a restriction is necessary 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1, 3-9, 18, 24-25, 28-34, 51, 53, 54-56, 58-59, drawn to modular 
living enclosure, classified in class 52, subclass 79.1. 

II. Claims 43-49, drawn to a method of making a modular living enclosure, 
classified in class 52, subclass 745.05. 

III. Claim 57, drawn to a combination, classified in class 52, subclass 79.1. 
The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I & III and II are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make another and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the product as claimed can be made by a 
materially different process such being assembled outside a building or by being 
assembled in an offsite location and being transported to a building. 

Inventions I and III are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in 
this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does 
not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) 
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that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because it does not require a resin layer or 
a feature from the group of washbasin, toilet, drain, sump pump, or shower head. The 
subcombination has separate utility such as for use as a solitary enclosure outside a 
building. 

The examiner has required restriction between combination and subcombination 
inventions. Where applicant elects a subcombination, and claims thereto are 
subsequently found allowable, any claim(s) depending from or otherwise requiring all 
the limitations of the allowable subcombination will be examined for patentability in 
accordance with 37 CFR 1.104. See MPEP § 821.04(a). Applicant is advised that if 
any claim presented in a continuation or divisional application is anticipated by, or 
includes all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the present application, such 
claim may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting 
rejections over the claims of the instant application. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
because the inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species. Should applicant elect Group I, then a further species election must be made 
from the following species: 
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Species I - the embodiment of claim 1 having resin layers and abrasion resistant 

walls 

Species II - the embodiment of claim 18 having a bathroom feature connected to 
multiple utilities such as an electric garbage comminuting disposal and sump pump 

Species III - the embodiment of claim 24 having a bathroom feature without the 
utilities as mention in species II and further having a furniture feature 

Species IV - the embodiment of claim 51 having wall sections with integral feet 

Species V - the embodiment of claim 53 having a wall section that includes an 
integral shower head 

Species VI - the embodiment of claim 54 having an integral shower head and a 
floor drain 

Species VII - the embodiment of claim 56 having a camera disposed on top 
enclosure section 

Species VIII - the embodiment of claims 58-59 having bathroom features 
connected to multiple utilities such as a sump pump and further having furniture. 

The species are independent or distinct because each species requires separate 
structural or additional features such as utilities or bathroom or furniture features. There 
would be a serious burden on the examiner to search for all of the claimed species 
because each would require a separate text query. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, no claims are generic. 
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Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim 
is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which depend from or otherwise require all the limitations 
of an allowable generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1 .141 . If claims are added after 
the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species. 
MPEP § 809.02(a). 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention. 

. The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To 
reserve a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does not 
distinctly and specifically point out supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the 
election shall be treated as an election without traverse. 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the inventions or species are not 
patentably distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of 
record showing the inventions or species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the 
record that this is the case. In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions 
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unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention.
